Keys to the Guatemala government pa- 
vilion were given Monday to the World's 
Fair authorities. No formal dedicatory 
services were held, Commissioners Irgoyen 
and Manuel M. Giron having decided to 
wait until September 15, the anniversary 
of the declaration of Guatemalan inde- 
pendence. 

At that time Dona Concha Siron, super- 
intendent of instruction in Guatemala, will 
be in St. Louis, as will also the Banda 
Marcial, the national band of Guatemala.

At the entrance is a bust of Manuel Es- 
trada Cabrera, lately re-elected to the pres- 
idency of Guatemala. Above this is a 
shield bearing the arms of the republic and 
having on one side the American stand- 
ard and on the other the blue and white of 
Guatemala. 

The building is divided into two salons, 
in which are shown the products and in- 
dustries of Guatemala. In the western 
one are 186 samples of the different woods 
of the country, samples or coffee from 
lfl of the finest coffee plantations, liquors, 
beers, perfumes, soaps, cocoa, six kinds 
of eorn, many kinds of beans, rice, ordinary 
cotton, also silk and brown cotton, flour, 
India fruits and nuts, red peppers, vegeta- 
Dle wax, medicine materials, including qui- 
nine and castor oil; cigarettes, hats, shoes, 
riding boots, roots for brushes and brooms, 
natural wood flowers, cotton cloths and 
handmade shawls. 


National Bird 
Emblem of Liberty. 


On the walls are the Guatemala national} 
bids, the guetsals. These many colored 
birds are known as the emblems of liberty, 
because, onee they are held in a hand of 
a captor, they die. They 
plumage. Their tails are large and long. 
They build their nests with two entrances, 
and go in one way and come out the other. 
Indians wishing to capture them, block the 
exits from their nests, knowing that their 
tails make it impossible for them to back 
out. 

The other salon is devoted to works of 
art, pietures and photographs and coffee 
demonstrations. 

Burnt wood work holds a prominent 
place in the art exhibit, with work in black 
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similar to those of a 
cocoanut. ‘the sheils have been varnished, 
and by means of three small tools, pic- 
tures have been made upo nthem by pick- 
we out the black. 

ne of President Roosevelt is remarkably 
good.

Probably the American disaster most 
Similar to the one that has just occurred 
in Colorado was that at the Asthabula 
bridge, Dec. 24, 1876. it was pitch dark 
and the snow was falling in a dense cloud 
as the ijl fated train, the west bound 
express on the Lake Shore, approathed the 
big iron bridge which crossed the Ashta- 
bula creek in Ohio, 75 feet above the 
water. Because of the intense cold and 
heavy snowfall, the train, composed of 
seven coaches and pulled by two powerful 
engines, was going at a moderate rate of 
speed. Suddenly, and without a moment's 
warning, and just as the foremost engine 
had reached so‘id ground again, there was 
a deafening crash and the next instant the 
entire train, with the exception of the first 
engine, lay at the bottom of the shallow 
creek, the bank towering there 70 feet 
above The bridge had given way: 

Under the strain of the intense cold the 
structure had gone down as soon as the 
full weight of the train was brought to 
bear on it. There was a coating of ice on 
the creek, fully two feet thick, through 
which the cars and engine crashed, as 
though, it was an eggshell, with a second 
crash almost as great as the breaking of 
the bridge. For a few moments after 
this everything was still down in that ter- 
rible chasm, and then arose the screams 
of the imprisoned occupants of the cars 
who still remained alive. The railroad 
station was only a short distance away, 
and help arrived almost instantly, but he- 
fore the first spectator came on the scene 
fire had broken out in the wreck. and soon

ASHTABULA AND CHATSWORT 
WRECKS PROBABLY ECLIPSED 


in the creek. 

The “Chatsworth disaster’ jin most re- 
spects Was worse than the Ashtabula 
wreck, though it lacked some of the ter- 
rors of snow, ice and water which added 
so much to the horrors of the Ohio holo- 
caust. On the night of Wednesday, Aug. 
10,1887,- at 40 minutes after 9 o'clock, a 
large excursion train, 17 cars, packed with 
a happy throng of pleasure seekers, dashed 
by the Chatsworth (IIl.) station of the To- 
ledo, Peoria & Western Railroad at a high 
rate of speed. The train was drawn by two 
of the heaviest engines on the road and 
was bound for Niagara Falls. 

Shortly after the Chatsworth Station, at 
whiah no stop was made, had been passed, 
the engineer of the forward locomotive saw 
flames leaping at the stringers of a short 
trestle work which led across a dry cut 
some 10 feet deep. Instinctively he re- 
versed the lever, but the next moment he 
saw that it would be impossible, with the 
heavy train’ behind, to stop before the dan- 
ger spot was reached. ‘rhe only chance lay 
in a dash for safety, and throwing his 
lever back again, he put on every pound 
of steam, and the cars made a leap ahead. 
But neither speed nor caution could save 
the train. The flames had undermined the 
woodwork of the trestle, and it gave wav 
as soon as the weight of the first engine 
struck it. Then ensued an awful] scene, 
The 680 people on board were thrown in the 
midst of the wreck, pinioned under the 
frame work of the shattered vehicles. A 
few of the passengers remained uninjured 
but fire broke out like a flash in a dozen 
different places. 

When morning came, the Shattered train 
was still blazing. After the wreck was 
finally cleared away, it was found that 76 
persons had been killed. Three hundred 
and fifty passengefs were injured; a ma- 
jority of them severely.

An issue of suck importance 
tarily eclipses interest in the zone of 
Port Arthur. The fate of the latter 
place is not likely to influence the im- 
mediate destinies ‘of the >;campaign, but 
Liao-Yank is closely tied up with the 
fortunes of the whole war. The loss of 
such a position with its’ Yast accumula- 
tions of stores would immediately and, 
perhaps, irreparably endanger the main 
Russian position in Manchuria.

There has been no interfer- 
ence with any of the combinations whose exactions and extortions touch 
the daily life of the people. An ‘injunction that has not enjoined was 
obtained against the beef trust: but that benevolent institution has since 
pursued the noiseless tenor of its; way precisely as it did before the 
Administration’s stage thunderbolt was hurled at its head. If more § evi- 
dence of Mr. Roosevelt's good intentions is required one need only point to the fact 
that he is “standing pat” on the Dingfey tariff, behind which five-sixths of the in-

York with the Argentine Republic, Charles 
M. Pepper, special commissioner of the 
United States to report on this road, says: 

“If there were one government from 
Mexico to the Isthmus of Panama, and 
another from the Isthmus to the Straits of 
Magellan, the linking of the continents to- 
gether by a steel highway might be sim- 
ple, for railways might be built as they 
have been constructed by Russia. But 
since this condition does not exist, the next 
best thing is to secure uniform action 
within the borders of the different coum 
tries, so that their railway policy will be 
adapted to reaching the territory of their 
neighbors in the manner to form ultimately 
a through trunk line. In plain words, the 
notion is to zigzag from New York or 
from Hudson Bay to Buenos Ayres by 
means of through connections. The United 
States, with its numerous lines extending 
into Mexico, already has the basis for 
further communication southward. What 
it is doing now in the official sense is to 
furnish the information for capitalists of 
the opportunities which lie to the south 
both for railway building and for general 
trade and internal development. 

It is a long stretch to cover 4,700 miles 
or thereabouts, which is the total of the 
gaps now existing between New York and 
Buenos Ayres. 

The practical question is the ability of 
the various countries to give sufficient 


these lines, which some years ago were 
clared to be mere dreams, have been 
ished. 

I do not venture to say when a through 
trip may be taken from the Hudson Bay 
to Buenos Ayres or Santiago by rail, but 


the prophecy can be made that it will not 
be many years till the railway journey from 


New York to Panama will be accomplished, 
and also when it will be possible to go by 
rail from Buenos Ayres to Lima in Peru. 
By the time this becomes feasible it is more 
than likely that further progress will de 
made in railway building from Peru north- 
ward toward Ecuador and from Panama 
south through Colombia to Ecuador. It 
also will be possible to cross the Andes 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific—that is, 
from Buenos Ayres to Valparaiso. 
Sceptics who deal in general doubts and 
decline to recognize concrete circumstances 
always will scout this idea of a Pan-Ameri- 
can railway. Those who have faith will 
seek for detailed information. In making 
an official report as late as March of the 
present year, I had occasion to comment 
on the plans of the Chililan government for 
plercing the Andes and to make a statement 
of the legislation that had been enacted for 
that purpose. This information was met 
with the objection that political reasons 
would keep Chili from opening up through 
railway communication with the Argentine

Byron McClelland had Prince Lief in re- 
serve for the big St. Louls event, how- 
ever, and he gave Dwyer the surprise of 
his life whn he beat both Ben Brush and 
Ren Eder with the son of King Eric. This 
was Dwyer’s last western venture and 
it practically wound up the Brooklyn 
plunger’s career as a prominent horse 
owner. 

When Ren Brush’s racing days were over 
Dwyer sold the horse to Mr. Keene, who 
sent the son of Bramble to Castleton, 
where he got Delhi.

Two Horses Killed in Jamming of Sal- 


vage Corps Wagon Between 
the Tracks.

MEN ARE SEVERELY BRUISED 


While Hastening to Fire, Truck Is 
Caught at Washington and 
Ewing Avenes. 

A salvage corps wagon was caught be- 


tween two cars going in opposite directions 
at Washington and Pwing avenues at 9:30 
Monday forenoon. The Salvage Corps men, 
Scanlan, Meyer and Butler, were injured, 
but it is not thought that the injuries 
of any are fatal.

The Spalding avenue car struck they 
wagon and the Delmar avenue car struck 
the team, and the two horses were twisted 
in between the two cars. 

The neck of one of the horses was broken 
and the leg of the other. The one with 
the Broken leg was shot by order of Capt 
Gallagher of the salvage corps. 

Three of the men on the wagon, Scan- 
lan, Meyer and Butler, were caught in the 
wreckage of the wagon. Meyer was so 
severely stunned that for half an hour 
his mind was affected and he dif not know 
what had happened.
